WE  WANT  AN  ORDER  from  every  flower  lover  who  gets  this  Catalog,  and 
have  tried  hard  to  deserve  one,  not  alone  in  quality  and  prices  of  Bulbs  and 
Plants,  but  more  especially  in  the  superb  Specialties  and  Special  offers  re- 
ferred to  below.  Read  carefully,  and  favor  us  with  an  order  be  it  ever  so 
small,  indicating  that  you  appreciate  our  efforts  and  you  will  find  that  we 
appreciate  your  patronage.  Do  this  before  you  forget  it,  and  before  this  Cata- 
logue gets  lost  or  mislaid. 

DUTCH  BULBS.  These  are  extra  fine  this  year,  larger  and  heavier  than 
usual,  and,  as  usual,  we  have  imported  only  the  cream  of  Holland’s  crop. 
We  can  supply  only  the  choicest,  select  stock. 

PRICES  AND  QUALITY.  One  may  import  bulbs  at  his  own  prices,  but 
the  shrewd  Dutch  growers  will  give  in  size  and  quality  only  what  one  pays 
for.  Size  invariably  regulates  price,  except  in  mixtures  where  variety,  which 
makes  quality,  cuts  some  ice.  We  import  only  the  largest  and  heaviest  bulbs, 
all  selected.  Consequently  we  pay  the  most  for  them;  the  most  in  freight  and 
duty,  and  in  delivering  them  to  our  customers,  the  most  in  postage  and  ex- 
pressage.  We,  therefore,  do  not  regulate  our  prices  by  competition.  There 


Is  little  or  no  profit  in  Dutch  Bulbs  of  the  size  and  quality  we  supply.  We 
sell  them  as  cheaply  as  we  can,  regardless  of  what  others  may  ask  for  the 
same  varieties.  But  bulbs  of  inferior  sizes,  such  as  are  commonly  used  In 
the  mail  trade,  are  almost  invariably  unsatisfactory. 

TIME  OF  DELIVERY.  Bermuda  Lilies  arrive  in  August;  Roman  Hya- 
cinths, Freesias,  Candidum  Lilies,  the  latter  part  of  August  or  early  In  Sep- 
tember; Dutch  Bulbs,  Hyacinths,  Tulips,  etc.,  about  October  1 to  10.  In  or- 
dering please  state  whether  you  wish  bulbs  shipped  as  they  arrive,  or  all  in 
one  shipment,  about  October  1 to  10. - Dutch  Bulbs*  may  be  sent  safely  by 
freight,  but  we  advise -shipping  bulbs  or  plants  that  arrive  in  November  by 
express.  In  absence  of  instructions  we  will  send  all  bulbs  in  one  shipment, 
except  Japanese  Lilies  and  Lily-of-the-Valley,  which  will  be  shipped  upon 
arrival,  in  October  and  November.  Some  dealers  make  a point  of  offering 
Dutch  Bulbs  for  sale  very  early  in  the  fall,  which  often  necessitates  the  ship- 
ping of  bulbs  from  Holland  before  they  are  properly  ripened — a frequent 
cause  of  failure  to  bloom.  We  do  not  usually  try  to  deliver  Dutch  Bulbs  be- 
fore October  1,  which  is  quite  early  enough. 

Although  using  the  utmost  care  in  the  selection  of  our  stocks”  we  do  not 
warrant  in  any  way,  expressed  or  implied,  the  contents  or  the  description, 
quality,  productiveness,  or  any  other  matter  of  any  seeds,  bulbs  or  plants 
sold  by  us,  and  we  will  not  be  in  any  way  responsible  for  the  crop.  If  the 
purchaser  does  not  accept  these  goods  on  the  above  terms,  no  sale  is  made 
thereof,  and  he  must  return  them  at  once  and  money  will  be  refunded.  Sub- 
ject to  the  above  conditions  and  by  reason  thereof,  we  make  this  sale  at  the 
moderate  prices  at  which  we  sell  our  goods.

The  Cro- 
cuses scattered  haphazard  about  the  lawn,  have  just  finished  their  spring  an- 
nouncement, and  are  disappearing  beneath  the  green  sward  that  so  intimately 
responds  to  the  swish  of  the  lawn-mower,  to  become  recharged  for  next 
spring’s  formal  opening.  The  Scillas,  snowdrops  and  numerous  other  early- 
flowering  bulbs  are  likewise  departing,  and  spring  is  soon  in  earnest.

What  We  Do 

WE  TAKE  THE  RISK. — We  guarantee  that  all  money  sent  us  shall  reach 
us,  if  sent  by  Post  Office  or  Express  Company’s  Money  Order,  Bank  Drafts, 
Bills  or  Coin  by  Registered  Letters.  We  will  not  be  responsible  for  coin  sent 
In  ordinary  letters,  or  for  postage  stamps. 

When  buyer  asks  that  goods  be  sent  only  by  express  we  do  not  prepay  the 
charges,  but  larger  and  better  plants,  shrubs,  etc.,  can  be  sent  that  way — and 
we  add  extras  to  help  out  in  costs. 

WE  GUARANTEE  that  every  package  we  send  out  shall  reach  its  desti- 
nation in  good  condition,  and  that  everything  shall  be  received  exactly  as 
ordered.  If  a package  is  lost,  or  any  of  its  contents  injured  on  the  way, 
we  will  send  again.  We  also  guarantee  everything  true  to  name. 

WE  PACK  all  Plants  carefully  in  strong  boxes,  which  insures  their  safe 
transit  through  the  mails  to  the  remotest  part  of  the  country  or  abroad.

WRITE  YOUR  ORDER  plainly  and  distinctly  by  itself  and  not  mixed 
up  with  anything  else  you  may  wish  to  say.  Be  sure  to  write  your  ?IAME 
and  ADDRESS  plainly. 

ORDER  EARLY — We  strive  to  fill  all  orders  within  a day  or  two  after 
they  reach  us,  but  this  is  frequently  made  impossible  by  a great  rush  of  busi- 
ness about  planting  time.  Do  not  wait  until  you  need  your  seeds  and  bulbs 
before  ordering.  Anticipate  planting  time  and  order  early. 

IMPORTANT — It  occasionally  happens  that  an  order  is  lost  in  coming 
to  us,  or  the  goods  in  going  to  the  customer;  therefore,  if  any  who  order  do 
not  hear  from  us  within  a reasonable  length  of  time,  they  should  send  a 
duplicate  order,  naming  the  date  on  which  the  former  one  was  sent  and  the 
amount  of  money  enclosed,  and  in  what  form.

There  is  no 
bulb  which,  with  so  little  outlay  of  care  and  cost,  will  give  such  gorgeous 
results  as  the  tulip.

To  make  certain,  however,  that  none 
have  rotted  or  been  eaten  oy  the  worms,  it  is  an  excellent  plan  to  dig  them 
up  every  second  season,  in  the  autumn,  and  replant,  replacing  missing  bulbs 
with  new  ones. 

To  have  a bed  which  will  be  continuously  brilliant  from  the  earliest  days 
of  spring,  plant  Scilla  Siberica,  Snowdrops  and  Crocus,  between  rows  of 
Single  and  Double  Tulips.  The  Snowdrops  will  bloom  first,  to  be  quickly 
followed  by  the  Crocus  and  Scilla.  When  they  are  through,  the  Tulips  come 
into  bloom,  the  double  ones  lasting  longest.  Tulips  bloom  finely  in  the  house. 
Plant  10  to  12  bulbs  in  each  bulb  pan;  water  well,  and  put  in  a dark,  cool 
cellar,  covering  with  six  inches  of  coal  ashes.  In  about  ten  weeks  the  bulbs 
will  be  rooted,  when  they  can  be  brought  near  the  light  and  heat  to  bloom.
